The plot 
contains 1,154 square feet and the sell- 
ing price, $800.55 a foot, is the highest 
ever paid in Xew York. 


The plot which is to bring the record 


price extends thirty-one feet ten inches 
on Broadway, and fifty feet six inches 
oil Thirty-fourth street. 
The back of 


the lot is only sixteen feet long. The 
north line is forty-five feet seven inches.

Before the Coffee Roasters' Association, in ses- 


sion at Chicago on Thursday, Thomas J. Webb, 
of Chicago, charged that there is. in existence a 
coffee combine whicrT is "the most monstrous ira- 
poaition in the history of human commerce." 


There is very slight exaggeration about this 


statement. It comes very close to being literally 
true. There is a coffee combine in Brazil, from 
which country comes the bulk of the coffee used 
In the United States, which is backed by the gov- 
ernment of Brazil and financed by it, which com-, 
pels American consumers, as Mr. Webb said, "to 
pay famine prices for coffee when no famine 
exists." 


The worst thing about this is that the consum- 


er* of the United States have been compelled to 
put up the money through which this combine, 
to further cinch them, has been made effective. 
There were formerly revenue duties imposed upon 
all coffee entering the United States. Those taxes 
were denounced as an. imposition upon the people; 
as taxing the poor man's breakfast table, and the 
like. 
The taxes were removed. 
Immediately 


thereafter Brazil imposed an export duty upon, 
coffee up to the full amount of tne former customs 
taxes in this country. 
The revenue which for- 


merly went into the treasury of the United States 
was diverted to the treasury of Brazil. The poor 
man's breakfast coffee continued to cost him the 
tame old price. 


But this was only the commencement. The 


"valorization" plan was -evolved in Brazil. 
Through this plan the government, using the rev- 
enues derived from the export duties for the pur- 
poses, takes all of the surplus crop in a season of 
Urge yields and holds it off the market, thus 
keeping the supply down to the demands of the 
market and permitting the planters to receive a 
much, higher price than they would otherwise 
have done.

draft, 259 feet long, 55 feet beam and 
can make 10% knots an hour. She car- 
ries four 10-inch guns, two 4-inch guns, 
two 3-pounders and two 1-pounders. Her 
coal hunkers hold 271 tons. Her regular 
complement of men in active service is 
130. 
The reserve crew of twenty-nine 


men does eight .hours' work a day and 
steam is kept up constantly in one boiler 
while she lies at anchor, "for pumping, 
heating, lighting and fire prevention.
